SENATE APPROVES 
MANY REVISIONS 


IN TAX MEASURE 


Capital Stock and Excess 
Profits Charge and 
Large Surtaxes on Sur- 
pluses Voted.

WASHINGTON, April 4.—(/)— 
After approving the finance commit- 
tee proposal for a flat 4 per cent nor- 
mal income tax and a modified surtax 


schedule aimed at larger incomes and 
ranging from 5 to 5Y per cent, the 
senate late today got into a wrangle 
over efforts to boost both of these 
classes of rates still higher and ad- 
journed without settling the issue. 


An agreement was reached to limit | 


debate beginning tomorrow with a

March Increase of $48,769 
Indicates Decided Up- 
turn in Business. 


Gain in Atlanta postoffice receipts 
in March over the same month last 
year was the highest in dollar value 
since May, 1927, Postmaster E. K. 
Large announced Wednesday, and an 
11 per cent gain was shown for the 
quarter ending on March 31. 

March receipts this year were 
$346,708.44, compared with $297,- 
938.94 in March a year ago, an in- 
creasé of $48,769.50, or 16.37 per 
cent. The percentage increase was 
exceeded a fraction in May of last 
year. In May, 1927, the increase was 
$53,000 over may, 1926. 

The quarter’s receipts this year 
were $1,024,856.81, compared with 
$922,426.28 in the 1933 period, an 
increase of $102,430.55, or 11 per 
cent, 

That the increase was greater in 
dollars for March than for any month 
in the beom years that followed in 
1928 and 1929 indicates a very de- 
cided increase in business. Although 
no statistical figures. are available, it 
is probably true that the majority of 
mail is business mail. 

The increase is also startling, in 
view of the fact that it was shown 
both for the month and the quarter 
over corresponding periods a year ago 


when the 3-cent postage rate on local | 


letters was in effect. 


Although receipts from air mail | 


have never figured impressively in the 
total, the March, 1934, revenue in- 
creased in spite of the fact that the 
air mail service was disrupted during 
that month. 

One item that helped swell the 
total was mail-order business. One 
large mail-order house in Atlanta re- 
ported an increase of 43 per cent in 
its business. The rest came from a 
general increase in business activity 
resulting in more circulars, business 
letters and package ail.

37 FEARED DEAD 
AS FLOOD SWEEPS 
OKLAHOMA AREA 


Seven Members of One 
Family Trapped When 
Water Pulls Home From 
Its Foundations. 


By the Associated Press. 

The death toll of torrential rains in 
the north and southwest climbed steep- 
ly Wednesday when flood waters of 
the Washita river in Oklahoma swept 
a seven-mile strip of lowland, washing 
away homes and two Indian camps. 

Rescue workers poling into the area 
in boats or cruising over it in air- 
planes believed 23 white persons had 
been lost, along with one settlement 
of 14 Indians and another of seven 
Indian families. 

The flooded area was between Elk 
City, Okla., and the little town of 


Hammon. The Washita was nearly two 
miles wide, and old-timers said it was 
seven feet higher than they ever re- 
membered. 

Seven members of one family were 
trapped when the river pulled their 


home from its foundations. They were | 


the wife and six children of A. M. 
Adams, a farmer. Adams, two sons 
and two nephews waded to safety, and 
a son-in-law pulled a_ five-day-old 
baby from its mother’s arms before 
the house was swept downstream and 
dashed into a bridge. 

Many families were marooned on 
hilltop islands, .or in trees, and the 
Washita continued to rise as the rain 
hekd on. 

Melting snow raised streams of 
western Wisconsin still further and 
the town of. Hudson was partly. iso- 
lated, when two dams, a railway and 
a highway bridge gave way. Watchers 
said the collapse of the dams released 
a 50-fogt wall of water. 

Gas lines were cut off, and Had- 
son, along with Menomonie, Wis., faced 
a shortage of drinking water. The list 
of victims in the north stood at 10 
when the body of Myrtle Rowe, 21, 
was recovered from the flooded Elk 
creek near Eau Claire, Wis. 

Northeastern Wisconsin’ streams 
were swollen, and rising water closed 
the schools in Oconto. Minnesota found 
the high water receding. 

The rains, less serious, continued in 
Kansas, which expected crops to ben- 
efit. In the Recky Mountain region 
snow held up highway and air traf- 
fic, and the Dakota hills area were 
under snow as deep as 15 inches.

The French believe 
that Germany’s conversion to demo- 
cratic ideals after the war was not 
genuine, but a mere makeshift.

Continued Gains 
Noted in Steel Industry 


NEW YORK, April 4.—(#)—Con- 
tinued improvement in the iron and 
steel industry was reflected in the 
February report of hours and wages 
made public today by the American 
Iron and Steel Institute. 

The total number of workers re- 
ceiving hourly piecework, or tonnage 
wages in February was 365,305, an 
increase of approximately 10,000 over 
the 355,292. reported in January. 
Ayerage hours per week per employe 
intreased from 29.2 to 31.9 in Feb- 
ruary, while the average hourly wage 
rose from 58.3 cents to 58.7 cents. 
the highest wage reported since the 
iron and steel code became effective 
last September. 

Based on the February total of 
wages paid, the April 1 increase of 
10 per cent will add over $2.700.000 
monthly to the steel industry payrolls, 
the Institute said.

Tate Wright, of Athens, acting 
secretary- treasurer of the commis- 
sioners’ organization, in starting the 
ball to rolling for the two-day session, 
told the gathering that to relieve the 
county burden the state should take 
over all maintenance of the public 
schools, the roads and public bealth. 

Tax Change Necessary. 

Ben Pierce, Richmond county at- 
torney, said the time ha@ come when 
some other method of #axation than 
now practiced in the state was neces- 
sary. He urged that intangible prop- 
erty be made to bear its proper bur- 
den, and thought the best way to 
evenly distribute the burden was to 
amend the constitution eliminating 
reference to property taxes and sub- 
stitute a sales tax and the intangibles 
tax and equitably return it to the 
counties. 

Pierce eaid, however, that he would 
never be in favor of a sales tax so 
long as there is.a provision for ad 
valorem taxes in the constitution. 


J. J. Whitfield, Pulaski county 
commissioner urged that county gov- 
ernment adopt a uniform system of 
accounting before legislative acts 
forced them into it: a lump levy for 
all purposes rather than taxation for 
separate purposes; a county fiscal 
control act and a county executive, 
employed full time, to look after the 
taxpayers’ business, 


Whitfield said that he believed the 
county commissioners’ association, 
through committees, should offer bills 
to the January legislature covering 
his recommendations because he be- 
lieved “the reforms set forth will 
mean much toethe happiness and 
prosperity of our state, through a

more efficient and economical admin- |}; 


istration of that department nearest 
to the hearts of the people—our local 
county. unit.” 

Frank Gambrels, Habersham coun- 
ty ordinary, also said the state must 
take back some of its functions now 
being performed by the counties, such 
as the complete care of insane per- 
sons, roags, schools, sanitation, char- 
ities and corrections. ¥ 

“The counties are going to be forced 
to reduce ad valorem tax rates if we 
expect our communities to rosper 
and our people to live,” Gabrels said. 

Taxes on Farms. 

“Today the government is trying

and live if the taxes are so high that 


they can not make enough to pay 
them?” 


A. J. Keith, Meriwether county

Atlanta Speaks. 

R. C. Mizell, of Atlanta, advocated 
a general income tax as the only fair 
assessment. 

He said the zeneral property tax 
was “an evil thing. unfair in its es-' 
sense, full of discriminations, impos- 
sible of enforcement . .. a broken 


reed for the government to lean upon 
and should be abandoned entirely.” 
He said it was a penalty upon those 
who invest in certain types: of prop» 
erty. 

He outlined three basic rules for 
taxation laws saying they should be 
based on those a a are benefited; 
that they should pay in proportion 
to ability and benefits received. 

Ad valorem, net income and sales 
taxes, he argued were unsound, con- 
tending that income was the only 
measure of benefits and ability. 

He said present net income taxes 
penalized the thrifty and sound busi- 
nessman and contended gross income 
would reach all equally without im- 
posing a burden on the small prop- 
erty owner who has no income. 

He pointed out under the plan «a 
property owner who receives a g 
imcome one year would pay his share 
of taxes but in years when he re- 
ceived no income from his property he 
would not be forced to carry what he 
termed an unfair tax burden. 

Under a general income tax, he 
said, “many who gain inside our 
state”"and invest outside world begin 
to pay, adding that “those who reside 
here.temporarily for the purpose of 
gain (Atlanta is full of them) would 
not take away all of their gains.”

ATHENS, Ga. April 4.—(/)— 
Georgia is co ng two million 
more pounds of butter annually than 
the state produces, Professor J. Wil- 
liam Firor, University of Georgia 
agrficultural economist, reported to- 
day in the first of a series of 14 mar- 
keting studies conducted in the in- 
terests of the Chancellorsville home- 
stead project. 

Active operations of the new home- 
stead peovect began yesterday with 
the delivery of checks for the. pur- 
chase of 12,000 acres of land in 
Jasper and Putnam countries, where 
Chancellorsville is located. The com- 
munity is intended ultimately to 
cover 25,000 acres and to provide for 
300 or more families. 

The marketing survey conducted by 
Professor Firor is intended to ascer- 
tain what products can be _ raised 
profitably at Chancellorsville, so the 
community can be guided in decid- 
ing what crops will be most profit- 
able. The 13 other market studies will 
deal with fluid milk, cream, gm. poul- 
try, canned vegetables, fresh and dry 
vegetables, peaches, strawberries, can- 
taloupes, wheat, syrup, beef and 
mixed feed. 

Professor Firor suggested a cream- 
ery could be built profitably at Chan- 
cellorsville for the production of but- 
ter, provided the community could 
produce 10,000 pounds of butter fat 
a month. Such a production would 
necessitate 750 cows, he said. ‘The 
Creamery, according to his plan. 
could sell branded Chancellorsville 
butter to a single retailer in Atlanta,

UNCLE RAY’S CORNER 


TRAVELS OF CAPTAIN COOK. 
lIl—Native Customs, 


Captain Cook and his men paused 
at many islands. The brown-skinned 
natives were in general friendly. Some 
had never seen white men before, and 
appeared to believe that the captain 
and his sailors were gods who had 
come down from the sky. 


South Sea Natives Bow Before 
the English. ’ 
Writing of the natives in Tahiti, a 
German friend who traveled with 
Cook painted a glowing picture, in 
which these statements were made: 
“The men are well built. Their 
large eyes, arched eyebrows and high 
foreheads give a noble air to their 
faces, which are adorned by strong! 
beards and a ere growth of hair. 
“The women are likewise well form- 
ed. Their charms win the hearts of 
their countrymen; and their smiles, 


plus the wish to please, insure them 
esteem and love. 
“The Tahitians rise with the sun, 


and hasten to rivers and springs to 
bathe. They pass the morning work- 
ing or walking about until the heat of 
the day increases. Then they retire 
to their dwellings, or lie under some 
tufted tree. There they amuse them- 
selves by smoothing their hair, and 
anointing it with sweet-smelling oils; 
or they blow the flute and sing, or 
listen to the songs of birds.” 

Cook’s first world voyage lasted two 

ears and seven months, the last lap 

ing a trip around southern Africa. 
A year after his return to England, 
he set forth on another long journey 
—the object to find the Antarctic 
continent. 

Telling of the venture to the far 
south, George Forster wrote: 

“Our seamen and officers were ex- 
posed to rain, sleet, hail and snow. 
Our rigging was crusted with ice, 
which cut the hands of those who 
touched it. Our water was obtained 
from lumps of ice floating in the sea.” 

Captain Cook himself tells of reach- 
ing the ice wall at 71 degrees south 
latitude, in thig manner: 

“The field ice extended east and 
west far beyond the reach of our sight. 
Ninety-seven hills of ice were seen 
within the field—many of them very 
large, looking like a ridge of moun- 
tains rising one above another until 
they were lost in the clouds... . As 
we drew near this ice, some penguins 
were heard, but none wefe seen. . . « 
I think there must be some (land) 
to the south, behind this ice.”

The first federal collections on 1933 
incomes today showed sharp increases 
in payments by corporations and indi- 
viduals with large incomes, but a drop 
in the small income class.

In Illinois most of the mines op- 
erated as usual after one day of idle- 
ness. About 5,000 minérs prepared to 
go to work in Indiana. Two mine lo- 
cals in the Hoosier state, however, 


i} remained out, seeking higher wages. 


Union officials said the walkout was 
unauthorized. 

Most Kentucky mines operated on 
a minimum basis pending the -NRA 
hearing in Washington Monday on 
the amended code. 

L..C. Gunter, secretary of _ the 
Southern Coal Operators’ Association, 
announced that operators of the 
southern Appalachian district had 
signed the new agreement and that 
6,000 workers would go down shafts 
today after-a three-day layoff. The 
district covers eastern Tennessee and 
four southeastérn Kentucky counties. 

‘Frank Miley, president of the thirty- 
first district of the United Mine 
Workers of America, estimated that 
12,500 miners in the Fairmont field 
of West Virginia still were out over 
wage disputes and that most of the 
mines were idle.
